UNITED STATES. 
New York, Oct. 26.— The Academy of 
Music was decorated 'to-night in honor of 
the French delegates to the unveiling of 
the Statue of Liberty who wore tendered 
a reception by tlio Circle Do L'liartiionie. 
A distinguished audience was present, in- 
cluding a very large representation from 
the French colony. M. Lafoux, presi- 
dent of the Circle, presided, and an ad- 
dress of welcome was made in French by 
Froderick It. Condrel. Senator Ev-arU 
then spoke on behalf of the American 
Committee, extending a hearty welcome 
to the city and to the nation, to all iho 
public manifestations and to the 
homes of our people, M. Spuller, 
member of the French parlia- 
ment, then spoke. Be said that it 
would be impossible to speak to the 
French people with more feeling them had 
been done this evening. For a whole 
century these two nations had gone hand 
in hand, and, although America has ad- 
vanced further in liberty, France is not 
envious of her happiness. You have put 
in practice what our philosophers hava 
described. You have aided us by your 
example and we are amply repaid fur any 
service we may have rendered in your 
evolution. 

M DeLesBeps rose and embraced M. 
Spuller on the conclusion of his speech, 
kissing him on both cheeks. Ho says he 
was profoundly touched with tho senti- 
ment of this great nation and he would 
say, "Vive l'Amoriquo ot la Liberte." 
M. Bartholdi was also called for and ex 
pressed his thanks for tho reception. 

Kansas City, Oct. 20.— Lafferty, the 
oolored wife murderer, was conveyed from 
Leavenworth to Wyandotte this morning 
to guard against tho violence of the mob. 
He died in jail soon after tlio removal 
from the uffects of tho attempts made 
upon his own life, having gashed hie own 
throat on Last Monday. 

St. Louih, Oct. 20. — The Adams Ex- 
press car aitiched to passenger train No. 
3 on the fc>t. Louis & San Francisco, which 
left the city at 8:25 lust night, was rub- 
bed of over 850,000 in cash between nets | 
and Pacific, Missouri, From meager re- 
ports it seems that before the train left 
this city a man giving the name of Cum- 
mings presented a lot t or to Express Mes- 
senger Frothingham, purporting to be 
signed by the oilicors of the company, 
stating that Cumininga was about to take 
a run on the lino and asking Frothing 
ham to give him the points. When near 
Merrlmao, the si ranger overpowered tho 
messenger, gagu-ed him and bound him to 
the safe, aftor which lie coolly rifled tlio 
car. He cut open tho bags containing 
silver, but took none of it. At Merrim&o 
the robber left tho train. The robbery 
was not discovorod until the train roach id 
Paoifipi when tho express car was broken 
open and Messenger Frothingham found 
tied to tho sa"fe. The express officials are 
reticent, but admit that over £50,000 was 
taken. 

Portland, Oct. 25.— Thomas McNo- 
meyer and Thomas Lowery wore very 
seriously injured at Oregon City, yester- 
day morning, by the untimely explosion 
of a blast of giant powder.

— Tho International lino 
steamor Hew Brunswick arrived at her 
wharf shortly after midnight Saturday, K 
large orowd of people having relatives on 
hoard wero in waiting at tho wharf, and 
thero was much rejoicing whoiHho steamer 
made hor appearance. Tho oilicors of the 
steamer, who knew nothing of tho sensa- 
tional reports about their vessel being 
burned, wero much surprised at tho recep- 
tion given them. Tho delay ot tho steamer 
•was explained by the statement that slio lay 
a long tinio at anchor near Msahtas on 
account of rough weather. Mrs. Margaret 
Forsytho, ono of tho passengers, died of 
consumption during tho voyage. 

Oolkman, Mioh., Oct. 18.— Will Ogrlen, 
a young busiuoss man, is engaged to the 
daughter of an estimable and wealthy fami- 



ly residing hero. Mr. Ogdon has for some 
time been alllictod with somnambulism, but 
has carefully kept the fact from bis friends 
until it was found out last night in a pecul- 
iar manner.

MR. OUABLTOM'8 SPEEOff. 

Wo wore pleased that Mr. Charlton re- 
ceived ao generoua a bearing uu Tuesday 
BTsoiug when ho endeavored to tell thu 
people of Victoria "why he waa a liberal." 
There waa nothing inconsistent in Mr. 
Shakespeare'a acting as chairman— indeed 
it waa u tribute as well to his liberality as 
to the justness of tho administration of the 
government of Sir John Macdonald. 
There were no reasons to fear the utter- 
ances of even so nblu a liberal aa Mr. 
Charlton, for tho questions ut issue be- 
tween the parties have been debated ovor 
and over again and always to the confu- 
sion and overthrow of the liberal parly. 
Mr. Charlton is an excellent apeeial 
pleader but he made several statements 
which either he must not have believed, 
or have been woefully ignorant of the 
facta. Sir John, when ho addressed n 
vast assemblage of sympathetic listeners 
here during hia recent visit, pointedly 
asked any one to name a single act passed 
by the government which hold office from 
1873 to 1878 that was of any um advan- 
tage or benefit to man, woman or child in 
British Columbia. Instead of replying to 
so aweopini,' a challenge, because an an 
swor waa impossible, Mr. Charlton pro 
eeoded to blame Sir John Macdonald be- 
cause he had not done curtain things for 
this city and province. One can judge of 
tho truth of his other charges by stating 
the facta with reference to mm. Mr. 
Chariton asked how it was that British 
Columbia had not received one 
cent to improve the navigation of the 
Fraser river. Can he have consulted 
tho blue books before asking nucli a ques- 
tion I We judge not, for if ho had ! 
would have seen among the estimates a 
gum of money devoted to that very pur- 
pose, and if he had taken the trouble to 
enquire ho would have learnt that work 
has been and is now actually going on 111 
tho dt edging and improvement of the 
Fraser. It was a bold statement for Mr. 
Charlton to make, but is in keeping with 
most of the fallacies he gave utterance to, 
only a few of which we can deal with at 
present. He made a great point of the 
public debt stilting it at the sum ot 
$250,000,000. There is no doubt the 
debt of Canada has m creased considera- 
bly iu the last eight years. It has in- 
creased some $100,500,000, but it must 
be remembered that our available assets 
have increased in so much larger a degree 
that the actual debt lias only increased 
§05,250,000, and there are four items 
which alono make up that amount In 
the debts of the provinces it hag boon 
increased by $7, 177, 000, this being sim- 
ply a transfer. For the Canadian Pacitic. 
railway, S-17,000,000 have been added, 
an item which British Colum 
bians at least will and little fault with 
Dominion surveys have coat §2,5U0,000, 
and some §15,000,000 have been ex 
pended for public buildings, improve- 
ment of harbors, Eaquimalt drydook 
and other works, which makes alto- 
gether §71,500,000, or Bomewhere about 
§0,600,000 more than the increase 
in the public debt. Then while the pub- 
lic debt and expenditure have been in 
creaamg, consistent with the policy of the 
party of progress, the credit of the oountry 
has mcreased in the gre*t money centres 
of the world, and while the rate of interest 
in 1878 was 4.05, the present average is 
3.80. Tho veiy expenditure of which the 
liberals complain has enhanced our credit 
in the eyes of those who lend money, and 
who are always careful of the security 
offered. The average debt per capita in 
Australia is S175, in New Zealand $285, 
in South Australia 8145, while in Canada 
the net debt per capita 10 §43. Tho ques- 
tion is not so much the amount of the 
debt ua how the money has been expend- 
ed; and it ib impossible to have great 
public worka and vast material develop 
nient unless we are willing to accept the 
cost and addition to the burden they 
bring. It is hardly necessary to refer to 
Mr. Charlton's remarks with referenee to 
the Canadian i'lcitic Railway. Tile 
people oi British Columbia know whom 
alono they have to thank for it. [t is 
dittieult to understand how any man but 
one who neither forgets not learnsanythiog 
could advance such a rnunsr rolls proposition 
as that had Mr. Mackenzie's proposition 
been carried out it would have been- ill 
finitely the better. That policy was to 
leave tho line through the north of Supe 
rior and through British Columbia to ihe 
very remote future, building the line piece 
by piece, as settlements woro developed, the 
idea beiug'that when the Rocky Mountains 
wero reached the population would warrant 
further construction. Had wo waited (or 
llr. Mackenzie to build the road iu such n 
manner as this we would be waiting yet, 
ami would probably be obliged to wait 
many years longer. And hero wo have 
under the energotic and statesmanlike 
policy of Sir John the- iron horse at our 
doora withiu four years of (ha ton years 
fixed in the original compact made with 
us, four years before the time fixed .(or 
tho completion of the contract, and four 
years before tho time required by the Car- 
narvon terms. When Mr. Charlton, or 
any other liberal politician, attempts to 
foist upon the people ol British Columbia 
■viewK which they cannot believe themselves 
and which are in direct contradiction to the 
facts, they hIiow a lack of that rV/ovwc which 
is so eminently necessary iu gentlemen who 
aspire to guido tho future destinies of th 
country. It was, we all remember, tho 
same ' Mr. Blake who was declared 
by Mr. Charlton to he the 
quintessence of all that was great and 
good who dubbed this province a "sea of 
mountains," and who did all he possibly 
could by slandering British Columbia to 
injure her prospects both at homo and 
abroad. We challenge any person to 
point out any one act of tho liberal party 
which was calculated to advance thu inter- 
ests of this l'aeifio province, any one act 
of legislation done in her behalf. It Sfttt* 
net be done, and for that reason tho poo- 
plo of tho province are loyal to the con- 
servative party and to the grand old chief • 
tain who has ruled tho Dominion 
so beneficently for so many yearn, 
and who, undor Providence, will rule 
it for many more, Mr. Charlton's defini- 
tion os the Franchise act, hia views of 
(he question of pastoral Leases and, In 
short, most of theargumenta he advanced 
wero wholly untenable and at tho hands, 
of any of tho great conservative speakers 
would bo riddled into a thousand piocos. 
Many who wont to tho theatre did so in 
tho hope and belief that the speaker 
would refer to the Riol question, which 
is now the party platform in tho east. 
Ho did refer to the Quebec elections and 
claimed the result aa a liberal triumph, 
rather a pocul ; ar position for Mr. Churl 
ton to take, when it ia remembered that 
ha votad with tho government. Ho must 
know that whatever successes uitvo boon 



achiovod in Quebec have been over tho 
gravn of Riol and that the "Regina scaf- 
fold" was the issue upon which Mr. Mor- 
ale! went to tho country. It is somewhat 
illogical for Mr. Charlton to claim a lib- 
eral triumph on grounds which ho himaolf 
repudiated, though hia loader Mr. Blake 
vcted for them, on the floor of tho house 
of commons. Whilo conceding that Mr. 
Charlton made tho bost ploa lie posoibly 
could in the intoresta of his party it was 
not calculated to lessen tho faith of his 
auditors in the liberal-conservative party 
und its great leader. 



There are three candidates for mayor 
iu New ¥ork — Abram S. liuwitt, Henry 
Ccorgo and Theodore Roosevelt. Tho 
brat represents nearly tho united demo- 
cratic party, tho second himself, and in a 
certain senso tho workingman party, and 
tho third tho republicans. Tho nomina- 
tion ef Mr. Ceorgo has forced the regular 
parties to put in nomination thoir beat 
men. Mr. Howitt is a leader in the 
Lower Ilouao of Cotigross, and Mr. 
Roosevelt a man of high personal char- 
acter and considerable talent. In 1885 
the city of Now York cast 200,341 votes, 
of which Governor Hill received 122,000. 
In 1884 Cleveland received 13;i,157 to 
90,003 for Blaino. Tho democrats have, 
therefore, a majority of from 10,000 to 
50,000 one year with am ther. The 
George vote will come largely from tho 
democrats. l( tho republicans should poll 
about tho vote Mr. Hill received last year 
thoro would bo a chauco for the repub- 
lican candidate to slip in between Hewitt 
and George. If we deduct 75,000 from 
200,000 tho entire Vote, there remains 
125,000 to bo divided between Hewitt 
and George. Anything like an equal 
division Would give the election to the 
republicans. But the republicans cannot 
rely upon obtaining thoir full vote of last 
year. Mr. jGeorge will draw from them, 
though probably in smaller proportion 
than from the democrats. Assuming thai 
George receives 40.000 votes, 30,000 of 
which come from the democratic vote of 
last year, and 10,000 from the republican 
vote, Mr. Hewitt will have a handsome 
plurality, If George's vote .greatly ex 
ceeds 40,000 the election of Mr. 'Hewitt 
will be endangered. Dividing tho vote 
of lout year by three we have about (13, ■ 
000 as the share of each of tho total vote. 
It would aeem, therefore, that the succos 
ful candidate muat receive more than 
60,000 votes. 



The rtltiilukalitluus. 

To rnn Editor: — Tho intended dea- 
pi.tch of another war-vessel against the 
Metlakahtlana leada me to aolieit a space 
in your columns for a few words in the 
interests of justice and peace, My famil- 
iar acquaintance with tho affairs- of that 
settlement from tho beginning, and my 
firm conviction uf tho peaceful character 
and loyal intentions of its inhabitats, in- 
duce me to use my humble otforts to move 
tho government from their design. To 
those who have impartially watched the 
courso of events it will bo apparent that 
the Metlakahtlana have been guiity of no 
illegal acts, nor hoatilo demonstrations, iu 
the steps they have taken to establish 
their rights to their ancient inheritance. 
They have in a peaceful way done no 
more than what is common in disputes 
about land to bring the question to a legal 
issue. The issue ia twofold, first with the 
government, and secondly with the 
Church Missionary Society, an ecclesias- 
tical aoct (for iu thin province it ia simply 
sect) whose services they have dispensed 
with. 

The isauo with tho government is vital, 
being Bottling leas than denial of thoir 
title to tho land. The Metlakahtlana, 
resting 011 the principlos of natural jus- 
tice held all the world ovor, claim that 
they have a communal title to tho land 
held by their forefathers from time im- 
memorial, and that no powers has, through 
conquest, acquired the right of giving it 
away. This viow of the case has boon 
enunciated by tits most competent legal 
authorities, and waa endorsed by the vica- 
roy of the Dominion, the nearest approach 
to the pledge of majesty that could be 
made. The Metlakahtlana claim a right 
to the land, not through favor of any re- 
serve mado by government, but because 
it ia their patrimony. 

The governments deny this but the 
Indians know it; and, therefore, they 
have regarded the act of the government 
in surveying tho reserve, not aa a friendly 
proceeding in their interest as wards of the 
tho crown, but as a preliminary step to de- 
priving them of all right and title in the 
land, if needs be by loree of arms. They 
therefore looked upon the surveyor in the 
light of a trespasser, and in pulling up his 
atakes they intended no rebellion, but em- 
ployed their only or beat means o( bringing 
the contention to a legal issue. 

To this end they have also subscribed a 
large huiu of money to meet the expenses 
of the action, and this they conceive to be 
the highest pledge they could afford of their 
loyal and peaceful intentions. 

Tho contention with the eccleciastical 
body referred to is somewhat different. 

The "society" who were permitted to 
occupy tli.e site of the mission house solely 
on uccouut of services rendered to tho in- 
habitants, now that those aorvioea are no 
longer required, still hold possession, ap- 
parently claiming ownership or at least tho 
right o( perpetual occupancy. The Motla- 
kahtlaua, therefore, have taken, without 
violence or riot, tho step of erect ing .1 build- 
ing on the land iu question with tho sole 
view of bringing this contention also to a 
legal isauo. Should tho Bociety take the 
legal peacoful means of redress open to 
thorn through a civil action tho Metlakaht- 
lana ate prepared to abide by the ultimate 
decision of the law, whatever that may bo. 
But as, long as the governments seek to 
uoerce the Metlakahtlans into submission 
by tho sword it is hardly to bo expected 
that llio society will be anxiouB to redress 
themselves. 

Tilts brings ine „ to speak of tho rights 
of tho Indiana as subjects. The stite of 
pupilage iu which they aro, means only 
restraint in certain social and civil re- 
spects, but does not affect thoir immtlni- 
tioa in rd«poct of life, liberty and property, 
nono of which, any more than thoso of 
white people, may be infringed upon ox- 
copt by duo process of law. If I am cor- 
rectly informed on this matter, the house 
of an Indian ia aa aucred aa that of a 
wh to man, and not oven the government 
can make forcible entry. If it bo alleged 
that he haa no title ho can only bo ejectod 
by process of law. If this bu ao, then 
the forcible measures taken, or to bu 
taken against tho Indians aro auroly il- 
legal. And certainly no leas contrary to 
sound policy. Tho coiiBoquencea of ro- 
am-ting to a policy of war may bo very 
uravo. Tho Metlakahtlana certainly will 
not. resist her majo.-ty's forces. But tho 
tribes far and near aro watching tho oste 
with intense anxiety an that on which 
thoir own rights depend. They will re- 
gard forcible seizure at Motlakahtla hb 
the forerunnei 1 of what will happen to 
tlieuiBolvoa and thoro aro not wanting 
signs to allow that in such a caao they will 
be exasperated and alarmed in thu high- 
est degree. If war ensues Hiobo down- 
trodden members of the human family 
nilint bo conquered in tho cud, but tho 



whole guilt of innocent blood will surely 
reat on thoao who rejoctod the peaceable 
means of settlement provided by the law 
and sought it by force.

rtlr, Chariton's Speech. 

Victoria, 27th Oct. 1880. 

To tub EuiTott: — I do not know what 
policy Mr. Charlton has followod in com- 
ing to British Columbia to hold a public 
meeting (though the latter was, perhaps, 
accidout.il); but I do think that tu out- 
siders it would appoar a moat uncongenial 
spot and that he would meet very unsym- 
pathetic hoarers after the reception given 
to Sir John A. Macdonald. 

Mr. Charlton ia an able speaker, ho has 
a good momory and presents statements 
and ligures iu a taking way; ho is humor- 
ous, and ao calculated to take the ear of a 
mixed audience. 

But what haa this to do with British Co" 
lumbiuna I . I was both surprised and 
grieved to find 110 one take up the cudgels 
for Sir John, our whilom guest. Wo givo 
Sir John a regular ovation and mako him 
pass a pleasant holiday; and then cooly 
ait and hear hia government traduced, or 
at least inveigled against behind his back. 
Oh ! consistency, thou art a jewel 1 

lu spite of Mr. Charlton's array of 
charges against tho government of squan- 
dering the public money, running the 
country into debt, of basely surrendering 
tho public domain to greedy parasites, etc.", 
in spite of his seductive eulogy of Macken- 
zie, the bare faot remains thnt Sir John 
pledged his word to build us a railway, and 
with prophetic hardihood promised to finish 
it iu ton years, and further, carried out hia 
promise. It is safe to say ho ia tho only 
man iu tho broad Dominion who could have 
done it. Audit is further side to aay that 
Mr. Alex. Mackenzie and hia "wator- 
stretches" (utilization), and Mr. Blake, 
with his "sea of mountains," would never 
have lived long enough, oven if spared till 
this period in tho ucxt century, to produce 
so great a work. 

Sir John waa at one time the only friend 
British Columbia bad. All the people of 
Ontario, and probably many other places, 
despised and repudiated our claims. Wit- 
ness the indignation meetings hore called, 
the petitions piled up as Pelion upon Ossa 
to the Dominion and imperial goverumenta; 
witness the famous Carnarvon terms; wore 
they carried out? Did not the lethargic 
attitude of (ho government, tho 
cool contempt of our requests 
by the party in power, rouse 
British Columbiu almost to intemperate 
conduct, oven to the verge of separation. 
This showed Itself 111 tho very reception 
of Lord Dufferin, "Carnarvon terms or 
separation;" "Ho dost swoaroth to his 
neighbour and diaappointeth him not," 
etc. Not all Lord Dufl'erin's tact and 
llattoring words about our glorious cli- 
mate and this magnificent province could 
stem the torrent of public indignation. 

Afterwards comes in the very man who 
negotiated tho railway, the talented states- 
man who makes his words good, not by 
aurvoying, to drag, like a serpent, slowly 
its long length along, but by active mea- 
sures Mr. Mackenzie and hia satellites 
taunted Sir John with having pledged the 
country to a mad scheme. Build the rail- 
way iu ton years! It was a physical im- 
possibility, and so surveyed the line for 
from seven to nine years. Sir John built 
it in five years! And now comes Mr. 
Charlton and brings accusation against 
the government of having piled up a na- 
tion 1 debt of 250 millions of dollaia, and 
goes through the e iifying proci si of amus- 
ing the audience by stating how many car 
loads of silver it would tike to pay it; 
how many miles it would roach, ail nau- 
seam. Why not say how many barley- 
corns would cover the same end 
to end / Mr. Charlton complains of tho 
expenditure. Why, a tyro in statesman- 
ship is well awaro that a country needs to 
borrow money for improvements. If tho 
money ia squandered or used for venal 
purposea, thon blame tho government. 
If a man buys a lot and builds a house on 
it with a borrowed money, ho ia in debt 
it is true; but you will find he is saving 
money over hia rent. 

One thing more and I have done. Mr. 
Charlton trailed another red herring bo- 
foro the electors by bringing forward that 
senseless proposal for Canada to make her 
(urn treaties with foreign powers ; why 
this would be strange and new, and stran- 
ger if true. Is Canada a sovereign nation/ 
No, then she must wait till she is. Till 
then she muat so far hold the position of 
dependence and right feeling as to allow 
the power that has all the responsibility 
of defence to assume the right of control. 
No, taxation and representation go to- 
gether; so also in tho catechism of politics, 
responsibility on one side is balanced by 
control on the other. No, Mr. Charlton, 
we British Columbians are satisfied; and 
mean, aa Mr. Higgins cheerily announces 
from Winnipeg, to send six government 
suppliers as our next representatives in 
parliament.

Mr. O. W. IligKins' Opinion of 
Winnipeg- 

Freight Kates 011 the C. P. K.-~ 
British Columbiu. 



Mayor Fell, of Victoria, 11. C, and 
Mr. D. W. Higgins, M. P. P., yesterday 
afternoon continued thoir exploration of 
the city and took in the schools, the fire 
brigade and tho general hospital. In 
conversation last evening Mr. Higgins 
said that had thoy seen nothing else, 
thoir visit to the ttoneral hospital would 
havo rewarded them for remaining over 
in Winnipeg. The (medical attondanco 
and the trained nurses, together with the 
genoral arrangements for the rocoption of 
patients were muoh superior tu anything 
they had in the Pacific province. At tho 
tire station a number of testa by Chief 
MoRobie showed that in eight seconds 
after an alarm struck tho brigado waa 
roady to turn out. Tho schools, too, 
wore visited and carefully inspected; and 
as Mr. Higgins ia chairman of tho school 
board in Victoria, ho took espaciul in- 
terest in them. He was highly pleased 
with them, and in many respects, par- 
ticularly in thu manner in which the 
children file out, he thought that our sys- 
tem was superior to that in vogue in Vic- 
toria, and on his return thoro he would 
advocate reforms based on what he had 
soon while here. Mayor Fell delivered 
an address to the scholars, and waa fol- 
lowed by Mr. Higgins. 

Speaking of Winnipeg Mr. Higgins was 
loud in his praises. He was greatly sur- 
prised at tho progress which had been 
mado in the thirteen years, at tho sub- 
stantial buildings which graced our 
Btreeta, at the evidence on overy hand of 
the prosperity and business energy, and 
at the excellent character of the popula- 
tion, which in itself ia a guarantee that 
the city will grow and prosper. He would 
not be surprised if in three years Winni- 
peg doubled its population. Main street 
reminded him very much of .Market Btreet 
in San Francisco. Of tho groat country 
lying to the west of us ;ib far as tho Rocky 
Mountains, he spoke in those terms of 
admiration which aro heard from all tra- 
vellers. 

Of tboC. P. R. route ho said it was 
impossible to imagine or conceive tho 
marvellous beauty through which it ran 
in creasing the Selkirk rangoa. The 
engine seemed to fairly climb the mountain 
sides, und ao zig-zag was the road in aomo 
places as to bring the engine almost over 
the same spot four times in succession. 
In equipment, road-bed and Bconery ho 
considered the C P. R superior to any of 
thu other transcontinental lines and ho 
had travollud over them all. 

With reference to his owu province he 
Hiiid that Victoria was growing very steadi- 
ly, and that the present year had been tho 
most prosperous in her history. Victoria 
had had uo boom, there had in consequence 
"beon neither inflation nor reaction, and 
property had steadily advanced iu valuo. 
The population of the city, was now 13,000, 
and it was increasing at the rato of 70 per 
month. British Columbia could supply 
the northwest with all tho lumber, fish and 
fruit it required i( the 0. P. R. ouly reduced 
itB freight rates, which at preaeut aro proo- 
tically prohibitive. Mr. lliggiua brought 
along some very large apples and pears to 
show what British Columbia can do in that 
line, When in Montreal they would en- 
deavor to have these duties reduced. Speak- 
ing of the Chinese he said he was glad to 
bo able (0 state that under tho recent ad- 
verse legislation the numbor of thoao 
undesirable inhabitants waa steadily de- 
creasing. 

Mayor Fell and Mr. Higgins continued 
their journey to Ottawa this evening. —

The trial of Oharies A. Hand at Sarnia, 
charged with placing dynamite, which ex- 
ploded, under the house of Mr, McOrae, 
president of the temperance association of 
that town, has resulted in u verdict of 
not uuilty. Tho case for the crown rested 
chielly on the evidence of tho detective 
who worked up thu caao and a former 
companion of the accused. There was no 
defence except us to the character of tho 
prisoner. Judgo O'Oonnor charged strong- 
ly in favor of Hand, cautioning the jury 
against the detective who testitietl to 
Hand's confession of guilt and the other 
witnofia who had recoivud money from 
Mrs. Hand to get him to leave tho coun - 
try.

UNITED STATES. 

OlktbLANI), Ohio, Oct. 27. — The mag- 
nificent stjiiu building of thu Case school 
of Applied Science at tho east end, corn- 
pitied and opened one year ugo, at a coat 
of 8200,000, was burned at 1111 early hour 
this morning, Thu discovery of the fire 
was shortly after 2 o'clock, and waa fol- 
lowed by an explosion of the chemical 
laboratory, which blow out. u portion of 
one of tho wails. Thu flames then soon 
mado short work of -the lino structure. 
Tho building was four storeys iu height 
and built ol granite. It was funnelled 
with all the late appliances fur the demon- 
stration of science. The total loss is esti- 
mated at §200,000 Tho physical and 
chemical apparatus, and geological collec- 
tions were amongst tiie iiuoat in the coun- 
try. The building and contents wore 
insured for about £70,1)00. There woro 
from lifty to sixty students. Oubo school 
was built with money given by the lato 
Leonard Case, Cleveland's millionaire 
philanthropist. 

Nkw Orleans, Oct. 27" — Advices from 
i'urito Cortez, Honduras, slate that on 
the 10th, General E. Delgodo, Lieut. Col. 
Judga, [lldalicio liana, Commander 
Miguel Cortez, and Lieut. Gabriel Lay- 
ono, wero taken from prison at Comay, 
Ogua, and shot in accordance with the 
aouteuco pronounced by tho military 
court martial, General Delgode and his 
unfortunate comradesjwere leaders in tho 
recent, filibustering expedition that des- 
cended on the coast of Honduras. Con- 
trary to their expectations the people 
failed to rise upon their landing, being 
satisfied with the present government, 
and llio entire party was captured by a 
oompany ol rural guards, under Com- 
mander Alcado.

NEW WESTiTlI NSTE it NOTES, 

The C. P. R. Withdraw all Men 
From Work. 

Supposed Loss of two Men. 



(Special to The Colonist, i 

Nkw Westminster, Oct. 22.-— In conse- 
quence of the council being unable to fur- 
nish a right of way for tho railway on the 
west ond of the city a deadlock has occurred 
between tho city and tho C. P. R. Yester- 
day the latter withdrew their men and all 
work is stopped. It is hoped as a result 
of the visit of Mr. Cainbio to-day that tho 
difficulty may bo sottled to-morrow. The 
railway company seem|auxious to aggravate 
New Westminster, and it cannot be denied 
that n bitter feeling is being engendered 
against. Many say the work is delayed from 
pure cusseduess because tho company can- 
not get down to Vancouver. Trains were 
to have been running months ago, and in 
consequence of this promise debentures 
■wore issued and the city is paying interest 
on them. Many and expensive concessions 
havo also been made to the company to 
facilitate work. 

Two men named Itobitmon and McNub, 
who left Weitharn island in March fur 
Howe Sound not returning, parties went 
in search for them, but only found the 
Chinaman who went away with them. 
The Chinaman said the men had gune 
away with their rifles the next day after 
landing at Howe Suund and [had not re- 
turned, Friends in the east have written 
enquiring for them.

Dr. Julian Thomas, whonrrived onTues- 
day evening and is registered at the Driard 
yesterday favored a representative of The 
Colonist with an interview. Dr. Thomas 
is a veteran journalist, and an author of 
note, having written interesting book.s of 
travel, sooial Bketohea of Australian life, 
experiences in China and Japan and the 
South Sous, as well as several dramas. 
His latest work is now in tho hands of 
Caasoll it Co., London and New York, 
and will Bhortly bo issued. Its titlo is 
"Cannibals and Convicta," being a rocord 
of travel in tho French penal settlements 
New Caledonia and the Communist 
placo of exils in tho lulo of Bines, and of 
cannibal resorts from Fiji to Now Guinea. 
Wo understand that 

" I'UK VAGABOND," 
aa Dr. Julian Thomas ia universally known 
throughout Australia and the literary 
wurld, intends publishing a little work on 
his journey by tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way and his previous experiences in Bri- 
tish Columbia live years ago. 

In anBwer to a query about the Colonial 
exhibition now being held in L indon, tho 
Vagabond said he left Mol bourne on 
March 27th on twenty-four hours notice 
to be present at South Kensington and 
describe tin? opening of the Indian and 
Colonial exhibition. Traveling through 
the Red aca and across the isthmus of 
Suez by rail to Alexandria and thence by 
steamer to Brindiei, ho caught the Indian 
mail train, limited to eighteen passengers, 
the fastest, service in the world for about 
fourteen hundred miles, tho train never 
st ipping until it arrives at Calais. The 
journey from Melbourne to London occu- 
pied thirty-six days, but tho Vagabond 
Htys with better steamers and connections 
the mail could be delivered by that route 
in twenty-nine days. 

The opening ceremony of tho exhibition 
was the greatest papeant the journalist 
had seen. The fact that Her Majesty ap- 
peared in plain black without a shade of 
color or sparkle of jewelry appeared to the 
Australian to bo far more impressive than 
if, as many people hopod, the Quean had 
worn her robes of state and crown. Mr 
Phelps, tho United States minister, was 
the only other personage of importance 
who was in plain black. Our high com- 
missioner, Sir Chas. Tupper, was in a 
foremost placo, gorgeous in court uniform 
and with stir and ribbon. Of the exhi- 
bition itself tho Vagabond said that Cana- 
da made a magnificent show, both hi nat- 
ural productions and manufactures. 
THE RESOURCES OF BRITISH COLOMBIA 

were well displayed, and the hundreds of 
thousands who visited the exhibition 
could not fail to cany away with them 
most valuable object lessons of tho extent 
and resources of the province. Canada 
took the foremost place at tlio exhibition 
simply because she ia a Dominion and 
as such bulks largely in the eyes of the 
wolld, People are impressed with Cana- 
da who would pass by and disregard the 
provincial exhibits. The contrast bo- 
twoen what was done by Canada, each 
section acting through a common centro, 
compared with the Australian colonies 
was very markod. If Australia wore 
federated and there had been an Austral- 
ian ooutt, it would havB shown up in ri- 
valry to the Dominion. As it was, each 
colony playing a lone hand, except in 
the case of Victoria, the courts were 
comparatively side-shows to that of the 
Dominion. 

Leaving Liverpool by the Allan lino of 
atoamera for Quebec, 

"tiii: vagabond" traveled 
along tho C.P.R. to British Columbia, 
halting at Montreal, Winnipeg and Ke- 
gina. He describes tho line as ono of tho 
wonders of tho age, but said he would not 
travel along it again for a thousand dol- 
lars. The worst part of tho road is be- 
tween Sudbury and Winnipeg; what is 
known as the Muskeg country must for 
a long time be a source of expense and 
inconvenience, if not of accident. Tho 
scenery around the northern Bhores of 
L"ke Superior is very grand, but 
certainly not to be compared to that 
on tho Pacific Coast. It is a Bterilo God- 
forBakencountry, which will neverbe of any 
value except to trappers and fur dealera. 
Winnipeg greatly impressed the Vaga- 
bond, but lie thought Rugina the most 
one horse place he has ever aeen. Bran- 
don and Calgary appear to be far ahead. 
The north-west council wua sitting in 
Regina when tho Australian was of 
there. In spite of tho meeting 
the luw-makera of prohibition, ho said 
that he saw more dr unken men in Regina 
than anywhere olao m Canada. Sly 
drinking, if not sly grog selling, waa tho 
order of tho day . 

Tho grandest portion of the whole 
route is in British Columbia from Field 
to the coast, the canyons of the Columbia 
and the Fraser, and the mountain ranges 
of tho Selkirks and the Cascades sur- 
passed everything that tho traveller had 
before met with, except in Switzerland, 
only that there is more of it. 

Dr. Thomas was rather irato at having 
bean landed at Port Hammond, respect- 
ing which ho was (slightly facetious, and 
at being compelled to lay over in New 
Westminster, and so being delayed nearly 
twenty-four hours. Tho scenery in 
tho gulf impressed him aa much as 
ever. 'Ho has seen nothing more 
beautiful sineo he was hist hero, and 
he would advise all seekers of tho pictur- 
esque to visit British Columbia and go aa 
far as tho summit of the Bookies, oven if 
they do not cross the prairies. 

Victoria tho Vagabond says, shows signs 
of progress in its public buildings and 
private residence", and whatever endeavor 
may be made to loeato a largo city at Van- 
couver, tho traveler must see that Victoria 
must remain the business centre and take 
tax and tithe of all. 

AH regards direct trade 
with Australia, it becomes a question of tho 
cost of transportation. In the antipodes 
large quantities of goods of American man- 
ufacture are used which might last as well 
be purchased from Canadians if thoy can 
be supplied as cheaply. Tho 0. P. It., it 
seeuis by its present rates, will not bo able 
to assist tho manufacturers of Ontario and 
Montreal. British Columbia can Hupply 
Australia with canned fish, which at pres- 
ent comes from' San Francisco, Muoh 
woodwork, such as sashes and door, would 
bear transportation by steamer. As to tho 
question of a mail contract to Australia, it is 
all a question of time, and this winter will 
teat the capacities of tho ratlroad in this 
respect. For imperial purposos in tho 
conveyance of troopa to China and India 



there is no doubt the C. P. R. is a high- 
way, the importance of which cannot be 
over estimated, b«t it is u question 
whether the Australian colonies will see 
any additional advantages in a mail ser- 
vice conneoting with the Canadian Pacific, 
to induce them to grant any considerable 
subsidy, The feeling seems to be against 
subsidies to Bteamship lines. Tho Penin- 
sular and Oriental Co. ia at prosont 
largoly subsidized for a fortnightly ser- 
vice from Auatralta via tho Red Sea. Tho 
Orient Co., without any subsidy, runa on 
alternate weoks carrying tho mails and 
makes better time; but tho Vagabond 
says ho would bo vory ploaaod indeed to 
see a line of atoamera running from 
British Columbiu to Sydnoy, so that tho 
wholo journey from London to Australia 
might be made under the British flag. 
Five yours ago, after his visit to this 
province, ho strongly advocated this in 
the Melbeurno Argus.

we iu tho Australian colonios are likely to 
endure through Germany having boen al- 
lowed to take possession of part of Now 
Guinea and many islands adjacent to our 
coast, and of the French invasion of tho 
New Hebrides. If any one will look at tho 
map ho will boo that from Now Guinea 
southward there iB a churn of islands a few 
hundred miles from the Australian coast 
which ia a cordon between us and the 
United States and Canada. In connection 
with a direct communication to British 
Columbia this is of tho greatest import- 
ance, aa in time of war these possibly may 
prove a source of immense danger to tho 
ocean tratlic between the two countries. 
We in Australia have nut boen troatod 
well by the imperial government in this 
matter. fcUill wo are just as loyal, if not 
moro so, than tho Canadians. Wo shall 
he very willing to otrtor into any scheme 
for imperial federation if any satisfactory 
plan can be proposed. I myself hope 
tho time will come when, to use tho 
tag of one of my lectures, 'tho grand old 
mother country, tho Dominions of Canada 
and Australia, and tho United States of 
America, all British in laws, literature and 
language, will be bound together for offence 
as well as defence, and bo so powerful in 
war as to 'compel pence upon the world.' 
When this happens the Germans and 
French will have to bo driven out of tho 
South Seas. It is necessary for the future 
of Australia. On this point 1 couHidsr my- 
self an authority, as I was commissioned 
by the journals I have so long had the 
honor to represent, tho Argus ami Anstral- 
asiau, to visit New Caledonia, tho 
New Hebrides, and New Guinea 
und so have been enabled to study the 
question thoroughly. All this coats al ot of 
money, aa, in fact, my prosont trip around 
tho woild doea; but my employers Spare 
no expense and are as enterprising aa any 
London or American newspaper men. 
The Argus every morning gives cable- 
grams from Europe containing the news 
of the world, and tho cost of telegraph- 
ing ia something which wotild aatpuUh 
oven James Gordi n Bennett."

to an invisible and omnipotent power. 
Tho nations of the greatest wealth, com- 
merce and manufactures, wore tho Chris- 
tian nations, yet in these countries there 
wero enemies at work to overthrow Chris- 
tianity. Nihilism, anarchism, socialism 
and infidelity all conspired against Chris- 
tians, and ho wanted t> soo every man 
openly announce his intention to work for 
Christ. He did not think the Sabbath 
waa as well observed hero aa in Ontario. 
That tho idea of an artizan who devoted 
his Sabbath t;> an excursion us a means of 
rest, ho believed to bo a fallacy. The 
man who stays at homo and attends church 
would bo moro suited for work on Mon- 
day morning than tho excursionist. The 
workman who does not advocate a duo 
observance of tho Sabbath stands in his 
own light, as he gonorally has to work 
aovon daya for six days pay. Ho closod 
his remarks by commending tho excellent 
progress made by tho association and Ire 
hoped God would prosper them in the 
work on hand . 

Rev. Mr. Frasor spoke eloquently upon 
the grand possibilities of tho association, 
He believed it waa the one brunch of ro- 
ligiorr wherealldenornications were united 
and sectarianism was out of placo. 
It was a splendid training school for young 
men to fit them for Christian lives. It 
would keep them from Roing astray, and 
j strangers should be influenced by its 
j members to keep out of the haunts of vice 
in this city, lie believed tho association hud 
now entered upon tho most interesting 
period of its history. 

Rev, Mr. Peroival followed with some 
well chosen remarks, in which he said ho 
was glad to soo that if his friend (Mr. 
Charlton) on his left, and his friend (Mr. 
Shakespeare) on his right, could uU agree 
relative to the government, they wero both 
iu favor of tho cause of Christianity, and he 
had more respect for the work of this asso- 
ciation than tho work of tho government. 

Rev. Walter 15arss made an entertaining 
address, after which <t liberal collection vxs 
taken up and the meeting closed.

MR; GLADSTONE'S HOMLK. 

A IIAND8CME CASTELLATED MANSION IN THE 
MI08T OF AN EXTENSIVE PARK, 

(Annlo S. Downs, in Christian nt Work.) 
Six miles from Cluster, in Flintshire, 
Wales, Hawarden Castlo, the residence 
of Mr. Gladstone, but the property, of 
Iiis wife, who inherited ii from her 
father, Sir Stephen Glynn. Spelled 
Hawarden. it is always called, when 
pronounced correctly, Harden. The 
parish of Hawarden numbers about 13, 
000 acres, and of these 9,000 belont; to 
the Gladstone estate. The village, ' in 
itself neither pretty nor picturesque, in 
outside die gates of the park, which 
stretches away grandly from the man- 
or house. Oaks, limes, or lindens and 
elms, are thickly set over the grounds, 
and at the left, on a commanding 
height, the ruin of the ancient castle, 
with its magnificent ivy, and its tradi- 
tions of more than ten centuries, looks 
down somewhat haughtily upon its 
castellated successor, which is now the 
home of the greatest living statesman 
of the age. There can be no doubt but 
Mr. Gladstone is the most eminent of 
all the owners of Hawarden, though 
there have been De Montforts, Mon- 
tholts and Stanleys. The last, lost it 
when Earl Lome was beheaded, in 
1G57. A Sergeant Glynne bought it un- 
der the. Sequestration Act passed by 
Parliament in the same year, and for 
a song. He was an ancestor of Mrs. 
Gladstone, and his portrait hangs over 
the mantel in h°r drawing-room, but 
Bhe is not very proud of his re ;ord. At 
the northern end of the village is the 
church, a plain, low building, with a 
squatty and u dwarf spire. The interior 
having been totally destroyed by lire 
about thirty years since, it has been re- 
stored at a great cost, and with some 
taste. Of this church tin; Premier's sec- 
ond son, Stephen Gladstone, is rector, 
and the living is said to be worth S'-'O,- 
000 a year, exclusive of the rectory. 
Mr. Stephen Gladstone is an earnest 
and instructive preacher, and much be- 
loved by his parishioners, but it is not 
for the sake of hearing him that the 
great crowds Hock to Hawarden church 
for they only come when his father is 
known to be present. Aitnost directly 
in front as you enter the church is t 
reading desk, where every Sunday, 
■when he is at home, Mr. Gladstone 
reads the lessons of the day, rising for 
that purpose from the wooden bench 
which is his usual seat. Ho joins heart- 
ily in response and song, but listens to 
the sermon with his head thrown back 
and eyes partially closed, and ouly in 
that attitude does an observer .see how 
much paler than formerly is his gnarl- 
ed and rugged face. When he leaves 
the church and passes through a nar- 
row lane, which leads to his son's 
house, all stand uncovered on each side 
of the way, and often in ranks three, 
even four deep. 

He is very popular in the neighbor 
hood, making himself acquainted with 
the opinions of all classes of men; 
taking an interest in tho youug men's 
debating society, and is accessible to 
his tenants and the villagers to such an 
extent that it is doubtful if they do not. 
think Mr. Gladstone owes as much to 
Hawarden as Hawarden does to Mr. 
Gladstone. Indeed, an old dame boasts 
that she frequently tells him all that is 
in her mind, arid a couple of very mild- 
looking oil men often come to his li- 
brary "to let him know how that last 
speech of his sounded down in Haw 
arden." Mrs. Gladstone has a large or- 
phanage for girls close to her own 
bouse, in the stable-yard, where they 
are carefully taught to use their hands 
as well as their minds, and are watch- 
ed over tenderly until time proves they 
are able tu live honest, useful lives. 
Mrs. Gladstone has often hell the post 
of inatioii to the orphanage for a 
month at a time, and it is told in the 
village in evidence of her remarkable 
liberality of opinion that if the parents 
of the orphans had been Dissenters the 
children were not only permitted but 
encouraged to attend the chapel in- 
stead of the church. Strangers art-' al- 
lowed free access to the Park and ruins 
of Hawarden, and we had no ditliculty 
• in procuring admission to tho orphan- 
age. I have even known of persons be- 
ing permitted to go through the house 
itself, which is not a show place, and 
chiefly remarkable for its numerous 
books, which are not only in Mr. Glad- 
stone's study and library, but in every 
one of the living rooms, Jn his study 
he has a table for each variety of work, 
a literary table, a political and theolog 
ical one, another for letter-writing, and 
so on. Over the alcoves devoted to 
Homer, Virgil, Horace, Spencer and 
Shakespeare are busts and pictures not 
only of the men themselves, but of 
of their friends and of the places con- 
nected with them, Over Mrs, Glad- 
stone's desk is the line portrait of her 
husband painted by Millais. As there 
is no public library in Hawarden, 
every one of the many thousand vol- 
umes belonging to the library of the 
castle is freely lent, the villagers com- 
ing to select upon a specific day of the 
week, when a member of the house- 
hold acts as librarian.
